The population became 
more and mote nervous, and the 
government, finding itself inca- 
pable of facing so desperatea situa- 
tion, seriously considered giving up 
ite task. At that momen’ the 
Western Eurepeon powers ap- 
pealed to the League of Nations. 
Without losing a minute the 
League went to work. A plan was 
elaborated and adopted by all the 
interested powers to put Austria 
on her feet again. 


PLAN SIMPLE 

“This is the plan which is being 
applied under my supervision. 
Apart from the mass of details, 
this plan in its broad outlines is 
a very simple one. Starting from 
the point of view that the first 
thing to do was to re-establish an 
equilibrium in the state budget, 
and considering that it would be 
disastrous to continue the inflation 
process, it was agreed that Austria 
wanted credits. These credits, 
however, could not be found in the 
country itself. On the other hand, 
the foreign money markets had 
lost all confidence in the solvability 
of Austria, and the foreign gov- 
ernments, Which for political rea- 
sons might have been desirous of 
helping Austria, could not a‘ford 
these circum- 
stances, it was decided to make an 
appeal to the foreign money mar- 
kets for credits under special guar- 
antees. 


REVENUE OFTERED 


In the first place the reve- 
nue of the Austrian customs 
on the tobacco monopoly waa 


ofiered for this purpose. Sec- 
ondly, France, Britain, Italy and 
Czecho-Slovakia undertook to re- 
quired by Austria, capital and in- 
terest, in the event of the securi- 
tles proving ineffective, Other gov- 
ernments were invited to join this 
common guarantees, and at the 
present moment 96 per cent has 
been covered. Thirdly, Austria was 
invited to stop inflation, to create 
a new, entirely autonomous nation- 
al bank, to elaborate a plan of in- 
ternal reforms which would have 
to be carried out under the con- 
trol of a foreign Commissioner- 
General and, finally, to grant spe- 
clal powers to the government dur- 
ing the reconstruction period. 
Through the instrumentality of the 
League, all reparation claims re- 
sulting from the peace treaty and 
all the relief credit claims weigh- 
ing on Austria had aiready been 
suspended for twenty years, thus 
liberating the state assets for oth- 
er purposes. 


TRADE RELATIONS 

The main condition to be ful 
filied before Austria can reoccupy 
her natural position in the e-o- 
nomic structure of Europe is the 
establishment of healthy trade re- 
lations with its neighbors. Up til! 
now these relations have been 
hampered by various obstacles 
which have helped to. bring about 
a very severe crisis in industry; 
but it belongs to our scheme to 
remove these obstacles, and al- 
though we have been working only 
a Short time, wo have not been un- 
successful. Trade negotiations have 
been opened up with virtuaily all 
the neighbor states, and I am op- 
timistic about the prospects of 
these efforts. A reagsuring pheno- 
menon in this connection is that 
even in its darkest months, hand! 
capped as it was. Austria hes im- 
proved its trade balance. 

“This, in broad lines, is the situ- 
ation in Austria. The task which 
the League of Nations has under- 
taken in this country is a gigantic 
one. It has only been possible to

PARIS, July 1.—It remained for 
Communists to give the throngs 
attending “La Grande Semaine” 
the greatest thrill of the week. 
The day was one of warmth and 
bright sunshine: tn fact, the first 
such day of the summer. The 
only cloud on the horizon was the 
announcement that the Commun- 
ists intended holding a “grand 
manifestation” in the Place de 
Opera. The party was to be, in 
the words of the organizers, a4 


war politics and Fascism.” 

The heads of the Government 
solemnly forbade such a manifes- 
tation. The Paris populace, in 
view of the four years’ war, took 
places at cafe tables near the Opera 
in order to have good seats for 
the show. In addition, thousands 
lined the sidewalks when gen- 
darmes, sergeants de ville, mu- 
nicipal guards and Republican 
guards—-many mounted on pranc- 
ing horses and others carrying 
rifles—began lining the streets in 
the vicinity of the Opera in mid- 
afternoon. 


STREETS JAMMED 

By 6 p. m. all the streets within 
a radius of one block of the big 
equare before the Opera were 
cleared of traffic, the Opera being 
the traffic center of the town. 
Then very gently an officer of the 
law began sweeping the street of 
pedestrians.

PLACE WRECKED 

The crowd at the tables on the 
sidewalks beat a disorganized re- 
treat {ndoors. The vacant terrace 
was promptly occupled with fight- 
ing police, who used only their 
fists and feet, and struggling Com- 
munists.

This would seem to be extraor- 
dinary intelligence, but the late 
Commander Peary, whom Dr. Mac- 
Millan accompanied on the discov- 
ery of the North Pole, explained 
that the dogs recognize red as the 
color of their food and naturally 
make for it.

died about between the rivals con- 
cerning the methods employed to 
achieve those ends. 

As a precattion against having 
to pay a fine of $200 per capita 
or p rs denied entrance to 
the Unit States, together with 
the expense of the return trans- 
portation of the rejected emigrants 
to Great Britain, the steamship 
companies established a registra- 
tion bureau as an adjunct to the 
North Atlantic conference, where 
a tally could be kept upon the 
numbers of prospective emigrant: 
intending to leave the country fo 
America. As the United State 
lines made up one-twelfth of the 
'trans-Atiantic steamship compa- 
| nies comprising that conference 1 
subscribed to that arrangement, 
| but soon discovered it operated t 
the disadvantage of the Americar 
concern—not use of any un- 
fair procedure on the part of the 
competitor companies, but becaus- 
it was a solitary American me 
ber with a single voice against 
eleven British spokesmen for the 
other members. 


BRITISH HAVE ADVANTAGE 


Other disadvantages fresultec 
from the fact that the majority of 
the British emigrante are from 
Scotland and Northern England. 
The British lines operate from 
Glasgow and Liverpool, thus giv- 
ing them «4 aphical advan- 
tage, as the United States vessels 
sai] only from South England ports. 

The third and perhaps the most

ing Gates, regardless of whether 
they first obtained the requisite 
visas from Amercan consular au- 
thorities. The United States lines 
have insisted that the shipping 
com les should sell tickets only 
to those who first have obtained 
Visas from American soncular au- 
ment would prevent Aisappoint- 
ment for thoge who had sold their 
homes, bought tickets and then 
found that the quota was exhausted 
and therefore no visa would be 
forthcoming. 

But the British are suspicious of 
any arrangement that would 
necessitate the emigrants first go- 
ing to American consular authori- 
ties, having in the back of their 
minds what was alleged to have 
happened at Newcastle, where the 
United States lines’ offices were 
just above the consulate.

REMARRIAGE 
BAR LIF TED 
IN ILLINOIS 


Act Repealing Lew Which 
Blocked Wedding for Year 
After Divorce, in Effect 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

CHICAGO, July 1.—All persons 
divorced tn Illinois within the past 
year are free to re-wed today when 
the bill repealing a statute prohib- 
iting remarriage within « year 
after divorce, becomes effective. It 
is estimated that 8000 divorces 
come under the new law, and 16,- 
000 persons, heretofore restricted, 
may wed when and whom they 
please. 

The prohibitory statute was re- 
pealed because it resulted in many 
illegal marriages causing in many 
cases, illegitimate’ children. Per- 
sons marrying witein a year after 
divorce, though not ‘legally wed, 
often lived together for years, had 
children and when domestic trou- 
ble occurred, appealed to the 
courts and annulled the marriage, 
thus taking from their children a 
lawful name. 

Judges whe were forced under 
the law to annul marriages gave 
the repealer their full support. 
Cases pending before Judges Tim- 
othy Hurley and Walter P. Stef- 
fen, involving the legitimacy of 
children, were continued to fu- 
ture dates so that the decree might 
be delayed until the bill became a 

The law is retroactive to 1906 
when the one year period after di- 
vorce was established, automatical- 
ly making legal every marriage 
contracted in violation of the act, 
except those where subsequent 
marriages have been entered i 
and where court decrees ann in 
the marriage entered.

They must have Southern 
Salifornia in their heart before 
they can reproduce it in oil or wat- 
er color. 

Both in painti and sculpture 
the woman of the Southland holds 
a high rank. While they may lack 
the rugged force of the men, they 
more than make up for this fault 
by greater purity and grace. Some 
of the canvases radiate the charm 
of the cultured and lovely women. 

Among the sculptors the women 
are noted for the purity of compo- 
sition. Few men can rival a wom- 
an sculptor in producing a chaste 
nude. And the painter and sculptor 
alike put their ee selves 
into their works. 

In the productions of the 3 
masters there is something of the 
chastity of the pure woman and 
it is this that elevates and ennobles 
their art. 


PIONEERS IN ART 

Art in Southern California has 
not been without its ploneers. Per- 
haps the first of these where the 
Indians, who carved their concep- 
tions of their gods, and of their 
loves, on the cliffs of the mountain 
and desert. 

During the Mission pertod the 
Franciscan Fathers encouraged the 
Indians to paint with crude colors 
taken from the vegetable and 
mineral life of valley and moun- 


That period, however, produced 
no masterpieces. At a later period, 

thirty years ago, a few painters 
came over the mountains and 
made their homes here. Notable 
among them were Benjamin 
Brown, Paul de Longpre and J. 
Bond Francisco. 

The beginnings of sculpture date 
still later. In fact the ‘pioneers of 
Los Angeles sculpture are repre- 
we in the present exhibition.

Later tre became confidential secre- 
tary to Col. W. C. Greene, whose 
mining and cattle interests in Ari- 
zona and Mexico were extensive. 
In this capacity he resided for a 
number of years in New York City. 

In 1909 he returned to Califor- 
nia, and engaged in business with 
his brother, the late Carroll W. 
Gates. He had resided in South 
Pasadena since that time d was 
interested in the oil and cattle 
business.

PLITTING HAIRS IN HISTORY 

Who is the author of the Monroe Doc: | 
trine? Is the credit due to the Secretary 
of State who actually penned the text of 
the article im question, or the President 
incorporated it in his annual message 
to Congress and accepted responstbility 
for it? 

Over this quibble a lively discussion has 
been awakened; and it is intensified by the 
various ms this year of the 
one-hundredth anniversary of the promul- 
gation of a policy to which the South 
American republics probably owe their in- 
dependence. 


and John Quincy Adams was Secretary of 
State. It was a year (ull of uncertainties 
and disquietude. Several of the South 
‘American states had declared their inde- 
pendence, which Spain relused to admit. 
Spain was then a member of the Holy Al- 
liance; and she appealed to that league to 
aid her in reconquering ber American pos- 
sessions. 

Chateaubriand’s “Memoirs” give some in- 
teresting details of the secret diplomacy 
of the Euopean states at that time. France 
had been humbled by the Napoleonic wars 
and was sceking to re-establish itself as a 
world power. 
Holy Alliance and insisted that the pledges 
of that legaue for the mutual protgction of 
the possessions of the members should be 
enforced. Emgiand was outside the allt 
ance and was not in sympathy with ite 
policy in relation ta the rebellious southern 
states. 

From Canning, the British Foreign Min- 
ister, apparently came the suggestion that 
England would lend its support to a policy 
of poninterference, if such a declaration 
should be made by the American States. 
lt was ut this time hat Canning made his 
famous declaration in the House of Com 
mons: “I called the New World into ex 
istence to redress the balance of the old.“ 
words that carried a more distant prophe 
cy then he then dreamed. 

Canning’s letter to Rush, American en- 
voy to London, was submitted by Monroe 
to Madison and Jefferson for jofnt discus 
sion; for he was aware that a crisis in the 
life of the American States had arrived. 
Letters are extant which show that Jeffer- 
son strongly approved the policy of non 
interference from the other side of the 
Atlantic. The following paragraph from 
Adams's writings seems to settle the ques 
tion of who actually formulated the lan- 
guage in whieh the policy was frat ex- 


I had been authorized by him (Mon- 
~roe) to assert the principle in a letter 
of instruction to Mr. Rush, then Min- 
ister to England, and had written the 
Paragraph in the very words inserted 
by Mr. Monroe in his message. It was 
Mr. Monroe's custom, and has been, I 
believe, that of all the Presidents of 
the United States to prepare their an- 
nual m and to receive from tho 
heads of each of the departments and 
to adopt them as written, or with such 
mod ions as the writer of the mes- 
sage’ deemed advisable. 

But does it detract from the immortal 
glory of Monroe that he consulted with 
other great Americans and secured a con- 
sensus of opinion before issuing so impor- 
tant a pronuncilamento? Not in the least. 
It reflects rather to his credit. Moreover, 
it gives us a glimpse of the manner in 
which the young government bandied inter- 
national problems. There were apparent- 
ly no partisan jealousies, uo political axes 
to grind when questions of supreme in- 
ternational importance were under discus- 
sion. 

Jefferson and Madisop had served as 
Chief Bxecutives. Monroe did not hesi- 
tate to make use of their experience, to 
solicit their co-operation and advice. John 
Quincy Adams had his part in the various 
conferences. He was strongly in favor of 
a deciaration of the independence of all 
American States from Buropean domina- 
tien or interference. But Monroe was not 
lukewarm; neither was he timid, as the 
following extract from one of his letters 
to his Secretary of State relative to a 
change in 3 state paper discloses: 

I have thought it would be better to 
omit the expression of sentiment that 
we would engage in no war for inter- 
ests other than our own. ; 
As far as the Monroe Doctrine itself is 

concerned, it marks a courageous action 
and a great achievement at one of the 
most critica] periods in American history. 


[There is honor enough and glory enough 


for all concerned. That there was no such 
quibbling about credit during the lives of 
those concerned is evidence of the great- 
ness of heart and spirit of the early de- 
fenders of the republic. 


NOT TO SPECULATE 

Markets generally are dull. Stock 
selling is inactive. Business appears to be 
timid and the sentiment on ‘change is bear- 
ish. Such are the latest comments gath- 
ered from the centers of the financial 
world. 

It may be the pace set by business, that 
in the last six months has eliminated un- 
employment and sent prices soaring, was a 
little too swift. It may be the recent 
flurry over the rise in sugar has disturbed 
stocks generally. It may be rumor of a 
consumers’ strike has made retall buyers 


consequence of the public going ou its 
summer vacation. . 

All these may have something to do with 
the July slowing down of business. But a 
big Board of Trade operator has another 
explanation to offer. Inferentially, he 
blames the farmer and the politician (or 
perhaps the combination, farmer-politician) 
for the present slump in markets. And the 
way they bave brought this about is by 
discouraging speculation. Thus he says: 

“How can you expect the market to have 
any life when the speculative interest has 
been killed? For years a good many farm- 
ers and more politicians have been trying 
to stop the speculative movement. They 
have gucceeded for the time being, any - 
way. Nobody is interested in the market. 
There is nothing to stimulate it now. In 
the end the farmers and the other fellows | 
will learn that a good speculative interest 
is worth anything from 10 to 20 cents a 
bushel.” 

Yet in the end it is also true that the 
consumer pays the profit made by this 
speculating in foodstuffs, nor does the 10 or 
20 cents added to the price of wheat go 
entirely into the pocket of the farmer. At 
the same time, the spirit of gambling, the 
desire to take @ chance, the delight in 
picking a winner ere the salt and sugar and 
spice of life. 

So the big operator may be correct in 


attributing the present duli markets to the 
deadening of the speculative interest. Life

Yet it does pot 
follow that the speculation that stimulates 
markets is better for the body politic than 
the cocktail that stimulates appetite is for 
the body corporeal. 

Speculation we have with us always and 
it cannot be eliminated, nor is it desirable 
that it should be. Neither should it be 
encouraged. Life must have its uncertain- 
ties. They make it interesting and dispe! 
monotony. Yet nobody but a fool or an 
adventurer wants to add to the uncertain- 


ties of existence. 


Nature herself has put plenty of the 
spirit of gambling into the farming bust 
ness. The agriculturist is always playing 
for a good or poor season. He has lots 
of speculative excitement over the quanti- 
ty and the quality of the crops he has 
planted and whether they will, when bar- 
vested, find an oversupplied or an empty 
market. 


But the suggestion of gambling artificial- '. 


ly with the people’s food supply does not 
sound well to either the producer or the 
consumer. The market may temporarily 
suffer for want of a speculative stimulant. 
But in the long run it will be healthier by 


ridding itself of the desire for such a stim- 


ulant. And we believe the rising wave of 
prosperity will not be seriously retarded 
by reducing the speculation in foodstuffs 
to the irreducible minimum.

An 
exclusive fruit diet fortwo or three 
days will do this, or an exclusive 
milk or buttermilk diet. Butter- 
milk artificially made of the Bul- 
garian or Acidophiles types is 
especially effective. The lactose or 
milk sugar of the milk encourages 
the growth of the harmless lactic 
acid germs ana disccurages the 
growth of the putrefactive germs.

Lohgview on Washington-Oregon Line Has Mush- 
roo mGrowth Under Hands of Lumber Company 


The party is en route to the 
new town of Longview which the 
big lumber coneren is building 
fifty miles north of Portland to 
house between 3000 and 4000 of its 
employees and their families. 

e story of the millionaire lum- 
ber man is the story of a big cor- 
poration buying 4 70,000 acres of 
timberland in Washington, con- 
fronted with the problem of secur- 
ing men to operate big mills and 
factories on the land, an ddeciding 
to take the well known bull by the 
horns and build an entire city on 
its own land. 

It has been dono before by other 
corporations but the Long-Bell 
Lumber Company is going at it 
with a newer idea. The idea, as 
outlined by Mr. Long, who is chair- 
man of the board of directors of 
the lumber concern, is to bulld a 
town in which men and women will 
want to be and can't help but be 
good citizens. . 

“Make a good citizen of a man, 

ive him this incentive, and he will 

a contented worker—he will 
have something to work for,” said 
Mr. Long at the Ambassador where 
he and his party are staying. 
thethe the as sh the . 

“Owing to the fact that we are 
cutting out our timber on our hold- 
ings in some of the Southern States 
so fast, we have come out to the 
Pacific Coast and secured 70,000 
acres of fine fir forests in Washing- 
ton. Weare building sawmills and 
gash and door factories there. Nat- 
urally we must have a place for 
our employees and their families. 
So we took 1000 acres of our land 
and laid out a townsite. It fs lo- 
cated at the junction of the Colum- 
bia and Cowlitz rivers. 

‘We have gone right to work 
bullding this town for a population 

t between 15,000 and 25,000 peo- 
ple. We have graded forty-five 
miles of streets and are laying 
storm and sanitary sewers and a 
complete water supply system. We 
have built 260 houses for our peo- 
ple.”

SANTA FE SPRINGS, July 1.—With new production for the week 

showing a flush output of nearly 40,000 barrels, while fifty-one other 

wells now drilling have passed the 4900-foet mark, this field, in the

There are a few exceptions, which are 
sald to be handicaping the committee in charge of curtailment, but 
if no big obstacle is encountered by the committee in the nest few 
weeks, the crisis will be passed, it is asserted by the operators, with- 


out a slump in the price of crude. 

Tanker shipments during the six 
days ending Saturday took 3,000,- 
000 barrels of crude out of Los 
Angeles Harbor. During that same 
period the entire state produced 


about 4,650,000 barrels of petro- 
leum, so it would appear that 
shipments by water are taking care 
of more than half the output in 
California at present, and that not 
more than 1,654,000 barrels a 
week has to be refined or stored 
in Southern California. 

If the tankers and refineries can 
keep up their present pace, the 
production problem, even though 
it has not yet reached its great- 
est intensity, can probabiy be 
solved by storage now ready or 
under construction, according 
prominent oil operators, 

The Mining and Oil Bulletin, of- 
ficial publication of the Chamber 
of Mines and Oil, has issued an 
editorial statement, through G. M. 
Swindell, secretary of the cham- 

r, which sums up the situation 

follows: 


Storage Availablic. 

“There was in storage in Cali- 
fornia on May 31, 69,480,405 bar- 
rels of oil. A compilation of sta- 
tistics from several sources indi- 
cates that there Is now avatlable, 
or under construction, approxi- 
mately 39,000,000 barrels of stor- 
age space. 

This includes the empty stor- 
age iu the San Joaquin Valley, 
which could be made available by 
transporting oil to San Francisco 
Ba; and pumping it back to the 
valley reservoirs. 

“If available storage is not filled 
at a greater-rate than now seems 
practicable, and if the producers 
keep their heads and do not get 
panicky, it would seem that the 
peak of production may be passed 
without a further cut In the price 
of crude. 

“Opinions of the oll producers 


throughout the southern end of the 


State vary somewhat as to the pe- 
riod in which the peak of produc- 
tion will be rear ned. A compara- 
tive analysis by representatives of 
this magazine indicates the concen- 
sus of opinion to be that the peak 
of production fvr the Southern 
California fields will arrive dur- 
ing the menth of September. 
“It is possible thet the Hunting- 
ton Beach field may have passed 
its peak late m August or early 
in September. 
“If the deeper sands in the Long 
Beach field are not as highly pro- 
ductive as now seems possible, or 
their area is not as great as might 
be expected, this field may lave 
passed its peak in August. If these 
deeper sands are as good. or bet- 
ter, than now seems possible, it 
will be late in September before 
the Long Beach field will reach its 
maximum. 
“There seems to be no question 
in the minds of producers that the 
potential production of Santa Fe 
Springs is the greatest of the three 
fields. Only care exercised by pro- 
ducers in Landling the present sit- 
uation will determine the exact 
time when the peak of production 
in this field will be reached.”
